Many of the people of the Bel­ 
gian Congo are of the mast primi­ 
tive type. Dr Earl Gnswald, as­ 
sistant professor of sociology at 
Western Maryland College, West­ 
minster, told the Rotary Club at 
its meeting Monday evening at 
the YWCA.

HOPE TO ADD 
ROOM TO CHS 
BUILDING PLAN 


The Gettysburg Joint School 
Board Monday evening voted to 
seek state approval on a plan to 
add one room to the proposed 
plans for the new senior high 
school building. 
The action was taken on recom­ 
mendations from the board’s fi­ 
nance and planning committee 
and 
from 
the architects 
who 
initiated the proposal. 
The new room will be placed 
atop the boys’ locker room and 
will be “much less expensive 
than other rooms” because two of 
its walls already are provided in 
the existing plans. An architect’s 
representative 
said 
the 
room 
might cost “more * than $5,000” 
but “it would be very wise to add 
it now” 
The room schedule for the new 
structure, approved by the state, 
was considerably smaller than lo­ 
cal school officials had judged 
will be needed here in a few 
years. The cost of the extra room 
will 
not 
be reimbursable, the 
board was told, “but it will be a 
cheap room if it costs as much as 
$12,000,” one director said. Most 
rooms cost about $20,000.

On another recommendation of 
the finance and planning commit­ 
tee, the board authorized core 
borings to be made at the site of 
the new school, directly north of 
the present building.

U.N. Refuses To Surrender 
LumumbaToMobutuForce 


LEOPOLDVILLE, The Congo 
A P The United Nations today 
refused 
to 
surrender 
Patrice 
Lumumba to the forces of Col. 
Jaseph Mobutu. 
The Congolese Provisional Gov­ 
ernment had demanded that the 
U, N. permit arrest of the depased 
premier for unauthorized political 
activities. 
Congolese officials threatened a 
military assault on Lumumba's 
home if the United Nations re­ 
fused to permit Lumumba's arrest 
by 3 PM . today. 
That deadline passed with Lu­ 
mumba still safely in his resi­ 
dence, with U. N and Congolese 
troops standing by. 
The United Nations announced 
Lumumba was under U. N. pro­ 
tection and that he could be ar 
rested only if his parliamentary 
immunity was lifted by a vote of 
the congolese parliament. 
A U. N. statement said political 
dignitaries of the central govern­ 
ment “have enjoyed protection of 
the U. N. without consideration 


to where each stood in the political 
crisis or in relation to each other.” 
The U. N. overnight had asked 
for instructions from Secretary- 
General Dag Hammarskjold, after 
a threat to seize Lumumba had 
been voiced by Justin Bomboko, 
head of the commission of young 
college graduates appointed by 
Mobutu to operate the Congo gov 
ernment. 
“ RESOLVING THE CRISIS" 
Bomboko said after conferring 
with U N. chief Rajeshawar Day- 
al “we are on the point of re­ 
solving the crisis ” Bomboko re­ 
fused to go into detail. 
As the deadline passed Col. Mo­ 
butu had withdrawn all but a doz 
en of the bristling cordon of 
troops 
which 
he 
had 
thrown 
a r o u n d Lumumba’s residence 
Monday. Mobutu himself was con­ 
ferring with U.N. officials at their 
headquarters. 
Bomboko said earlier the de­ 
mand for Lumumba’s arrest had 
been approved by President Jo­ 
seph Kasavubu.
